M. Peret, Minister of Fi- 
nance, Goes to London to 
Hold Conference With 
Winston Churchill. 


Paris, May 16.—4)—Ratification 
of the Washington debt settlement and 
arrangements to pay the war debt to 
Great Britain are regarded by the 
French government as so essential to 
the stabilization of the franc that M. 
Peret, the finance minister, went to 
London today to confer with Winston 
Churchill, British chancellor of the 
exchequer, with a view to an early 
agreement. 

. Premier Briand will ask parliament 


to approve M. Berenger’s arrangement 
at Washington, or overthrow the gov- 


ernment. He will base the question 
of confidence on the American debt 
agreement at the end of the debate, 


which will begin soon after parlia- 
ment convenes again. 


Opposed to Pact. 

The continued and growing weak- 
ness of the franc has increased oppo- 
sition to ratification during the. past 
week. Many radical and socialist dep- 
uties affirm that the settlement has 
failed to operate favorably to the 
franc, as was expected, and that it 
is impossible for France to undertake 
to pay her war debts unless guaran- 
teed against ruinous rates of ex- 
change, 

There undoubtedly is great disap- 
pointment that French money, instead 


of profiting from the Washington ar- 
rangement, had steadily declined since 
the agreement was reached. The gov- 
ernment’s theory, as expounded by M. 
Peret, is that the franc has suffered 
from the general situation that af- 
fected the Belgian franc and the Ital- 
ian lira. , the consequences io 

ch money were more disastrous 
because both the Italians and Bel- 
gians used French ffancs to protéct 
their own exchangé, while at the 
same time the British, anxious as to 
the influence of the general strike on 
the pound, threw French franés on 
the market. 

M. Briand will insist that parlia- 
ment must not be impressed by these 
circumstances, and that definite debt 
settlements are a necessary prelimi- 
nary to stabilization of the franc, 
which the government contemplates at 
an early date and which cannot be ac- 
complished with unsettled obligations 
hanging over. 

Conference Planned. 

M. Peret was accompanied to Lon- 
don by Albert Aupetit, genéral sec- 
retary to Jules Decamps, head of 
the financial research department of 
the Bank of France. M. Aupetit and 
Decamps will confer with officials of 
the Bank of England while the fi- 
nance minister is talking with Mr. 
Churchill. 

This combination of conferences is 
taken here as indicating that the ques- 
tion of exchange will be linked with 
the question of pafments and that 
the French conferees while in Lon- 
don will ask that arrangements be 
made for eredits to protect the frage 
against depreciation through trans- 
fers of money on the war debt and 
that provisions be made for the even- 
tual return to the Bank of France of 

:800,000,000 francs in gold deposited 
with the Bank of England as a guar- 
antee for the payment of part of the 
British loans to France during the

M. Peret has already conferred with 
American bankers as to similar cred- 
its in the United States to an amount, 
in addition to. the proceeds of the 
Morgan loan available, sufficient to 
cover the requirements of French im- 
porters and furnish a _ guarantee 
against derangement of exchange 
through war debt payments, once the 
franc is stabilized. 

Plan to Open Credit. 

There has been no question of a 
loan, the policy of the French gov- 
ernment being to borrow no more 
money on long term paper. What is 
desired is to open a credit which may 
be drawn upex to requirements. 

Ambassador Berenger will sit along- 
side of M. Peret and Premier Briand 
on the government bench during the 
discussion of the Washington accord 
and may take the floor in both houses 
to defend his work.

“Please say that I will not stand 
for the matter to be ‘whitewashed,’ 
thus making me the ‘goat.’ I want to 
treat the offending member, whom I 
regard as one of the best and strongest 
men in the city governing body, fairly, 
but I want to be treated fairly my- 
self.” 

Opinions Differ. 

While this is the principal matter 
slated to be. brought to_the attention 

council at its méeting at 3-o'clock 
this afternoon, opiniéns differ as to 
the best way to dispose of Mrs. An- 
drews’ affidavit, which charged. di- 
rectly that one alderman was drunk 
gn the floor of council at a recent 
meeting, and that three others had 
been drinking, in her opinion. 

One group holds that an intensive 
probe looking towards impeachment of 
the accused alderman should be made, 
while another group contends that if 
*n investization revealed that the of- 
ficial really was under the influence 
of Jiquor, council would not have au- 
thority te do more than administer a 
“mild reprimand.” 

Charges were made several days 
ago by Mrs Andrews, president of 
the Atlanta Civic council. who has 
since enlisted leaders of other wom- 
en’s organizations in q “vice crusade,” 
to clean up the city. The first bar- 
rage was aimed at city council, which 
Mrs. Andrews claims, is dominated 
by a “sinister political influence.”

Origin of Man in America 


Washington, May 16.—An expedi- 
tion to Alaska to determine how prim- 
itive man reached America has left 
here under the direction of Dr, Ales 
Hrdlicka, the famous anthropologist 
who recently won international atten- 
tion by defining the typical Ameri- 
can. 

“The origin of man in America has 
been in dispute,” says the Smith- 
sonian institution, under whose direc- 
tion Dr. Hrdlicka is working. 

“The mass of sound evidence points 
to his having crossed over from Asia 
via Siberia, the Diomede islands and 
Seward islands and Seward penin- 
sula, and then to have slowly worked 
his way southward down the coastal 
plains and the Yukon. This man must 
have left some traces of his passage 


in the way of pottery fragments, stone 
implements and bones. 


“The narrowest place in Behring 
strait which separates Siberia from 
Alaska is 50 miles across, cut about 
midway by the Diomede islands. The 
natives of both continents trade back 
and forth to the present day and have 
done so for ages past. For eight 
months in the year the passage can 
be made over the ice, and for the rest 
it is manageable in native boats. It is, 


therefore, logical that this should have | 


been the route by which man first 
came to the American continent. ,The 
Eskimo is doubtless a comparatively 
recent arrival. 

“Dr. Hrdlicka does not believe that 
any single invasion of America of 
great magnitude by primitive man 
took ‘place. He is of the opinion that 
small groups dribbled across the iee 
fields through periods of perhaps théu- 
sand of years.”

A correspondent writes in to ask

term. | 
On December 15, 1875, Con- 
gressman Springer, of Illinois, pre- 


sented this resolution: 


“Resolved, That, in the opinion of 
this house, the precedent established 


by Washington and other presidents 
of the United States, in retiring from 


the presidential office after their sec- 


ond term, has become, by universal 


concurrence, a part of our republican 


_ pystem of government, and that any 
departure from this time-honored cus- 


tom would be unwise, unpatriotic, 


_ end fraught with peril to our free 
- institutions.” 


The reading of the _ resolution 


drew a salvo of applause and, with 
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brief discussion, was passed by a 
vote of 234 yeas to 18 nays, demo- 
crats and nearly all republican mem- 
bers voting for it. 

The widespread approval given 
‘to the resolution by press and peo- 
‘ple convinced the politicians that

THOSE SOUTHERN DEBTS. 


Every once in a while, like the 
sea-serpent, the subject of the re- 
pudiated debts of certain southern 
states to European or home holders 
of the alleged bonds, bobs up in 
the ocean of press discussion. The 
speculations about them do not 
concern the Confederate bonds is- 
sued and sold by the states at war 
with the federal government. The 
14th amendment to the constitu- 
tion put a sovereign snuffer upon 
them. 

Those who care to discuss the 
pre-war bonds would do well to 
consider the.legal effects upon them 
of the post-war reconstruction acts 
of the congress of the United States. 
By them the old southern States, 
ten of them, were obliterated as 
states and converted into five ‘“‘mili- 
tary districts’? of conquered terri- 
tory. They were governed by fed- 
eral authority vested in generals of 
the army of the United States. Con- 
gress held that they had committed 
Suicide and the supreme court af- 
firmed the contention. When “re- 
constructed” they were admitted to 
representation in congress as new 
states. Those are facts of history 
that are incontestable. 

The question arises, then, how 
can the holders of the bonds of 
States that died intestate collect 
from posthumous heirs and the new 
estates they received as endow- 
ments from a foster mother, the 
federal government? 

We would be interested to have 
the lawyers who write so indiz- 
nantly about “southern repudia-' 
tion” tackle this far more than aca- 
demic question.

FOUR OR FIVE VITAMINS. 


Professor Elmer V, McCollum, 
whose middle name is not Vitamin, 
and his associate, Nina Simmonds, of 
the schoé® of hygiene,. Johns Hop- 
kins, have just published privately an 
epitome or synopsis of the present 
knowledge of food, nutrition and 
health, and when one takes up this 
little book and finds that it contains 
the sound, practicable gist of .the 
subject: “Food, Nutrition and Health” 
~——-without the dreary waste of pack- 
ing and padding which most books of 
the kind contain, one feels like ap- 
plauding. these intrepid authors for the 


unselfish spirit they have shown in 
providing such a book for the layman 
at a price which is unheard of in 
the modern publishing game—$1.50. 
It is, well, what may we call it, 
irony? that as a general rule the 
more packing and padding a commer- 
cial publisher can get into his goods 
the more the purchaser must pay for 
the stuff. Now I should rather pay a 
premium for such service as McCol- 
lum and Simmonds have rendered in 
translating the formidable or forbid- 
ding Sanskrit of science into simple 
everyday terms which everybody can 
understand. 

Recently I, avowedly a student of 
nutrition and health, have heard ru- 
mors of four or five vitamins, although 

harbored a complacent notion that 
there were only three and that the 
three were sufficient. In my general 
browsing I did occasionally come 
across some hint or uncertain allusion 
a hypothetical fourth or fifth vitamin, 
but the thing remained nebulous in 
my mind nevertheless, until along came 
this extraordinary little book on 
“Food, Nutrition and Health” by E. 
V. McCollum, . se. D., and 
Nina Simmonds, Se. D., which clearly

Chickens 
deprived of vitamin A do not grow, but 
they, do develop the characteristic eye 
disease and often their kidneys be- 
come filled with crystals of urie acid. 

Vitamin B ts abundant in vege- 
tables, fruits, cereals, and in liver or 
kidney. But refined white flour, corn 
meal, polished rice, starch, sugar, 
muscle meats, fats and oils are defi- 
cient or lacking in this vitamin. A 
diet deficient in vitamin B brings 
about general weakness, loss of appe- 
tite, impaired digestion, faculty as- 
similation and flabbiness of the muscle 
walls of the alimentary canal. In the 
Philippines when polished. rice is a 
main part of the diet, beri beri, a 
multiple neuritis, occurs; this is pre- 
vented by the use of unpolished 
(brown or red) rice, for the vitamin 
is in the hull or outer shell of the 
rice kernel and that is removed by 
polishing. 

Vitamin C is present in fresh fruits, 
fresh vegetables, or the juices of fresh 
fruits or fresh vegetables. It prevents 
and cures scurvy. Heat destroys vita- 
min C, and this is the reason why 
some fresh raw fruit or vegetable 
juice should be given to infants fed 
with pasteurized milk. Orange juice 
or tomato juice, for instance. If these 
be unobtainable, then any kind of 
fresh fruit or vegetable juice, such as 
raw potato juice, swede, turnip, cab- 
bage may used.. ; 

fitamin D is most abundant in cod 
liver oil. It prevents rickets, McCol- 
lum and Simmonds say “Only fish 
eating peoples have secured a fairly 
liberal supply of vitamin D.” Cod liver 
oil has been called bottled -sunshine. 
Every nursing mother should take a 
little cod liver oil; every infant should 
receive a little cod liver oil daily from 
the second month. 

Vitamin E, proposed by Evans and

Plan Whereby Producers 
and Consumers Would} 
Be Treated Fairly. |

the American farmer, in the opinion 
of J. W. Oglesby, railroad executive, 
lumberman, banker and community 
builder of south Georgia. Mr. Ogles- 
by is in Atlanta resting at present. 
Sunday afternoon he talked at length 
on the problem of farm aid, which is 
now the most vital, and at the same 
time the most puzzling problem ‘be- 


After hearing Mr. Oglesby dis- 
cuss the problem from .the viewpoint 
of a practical business man, a.keen 
observer and an analytical student of 
economics, it seemed a pity that some 
. the amg papier — 7 formula 
or nation-wide agricultura ee 
n Washington couldn’t akhe he 
ideas. 

Mr. Oglesby is emphatic in his op- 
position to class legislation or social- 
ism. His plan—which appears to be 
easily workable—is far from either of: 
these bugbears of the politician. Yet, 


the farmer’s problems in a sane and. 
businesslike way. 


Mr. Oglesby’s Views. 
Mr. Oglesby, in brief, would use the 


farmer of a price for his staple prod- 
ucts at least equal to the cost of pro- 
duction, provided the farmer did not 
produce too big a surplus of his crop 
over the demand. On the other hand, 
he also would assure the consumer of 
these staples that he would never 
have to pay a greater price than would 
give the producer, the farmer, the cost 
of his product and a reasonable per- 
centage of profit. 

Price-fixing? Yes, to a degree. But 
not to half the extent that the gov- 
ernment already has taken over the 
function of price-fixing in transpor-. 
tation and banking. And Mr. Ogles- 
by, owning both a railroad and a bank, 
ought to know something about this, 
What he wants to see is not price- 


one, but price-fixing to stabilize the 
business of producing the staples of. 
life. To make of farming an effi- 
cient business, instead of the wild 
gamble—with the odds against the 
farmer—that it now is. 

Under Mr. Oglesby’s plan the gov- 
ernment, through the agricultural. de- 
partment, would determine what is 
the cost of producing for a given year 
a bale of cotton or a bushel of wheat 
or corn or oats. The department 
would also set an acreage mark, de- 
termining how many acres should be 


the current demand. 
Would Not Dictate. . 
There would be no\ attempt to tell 
the farmer how little or how much 
cotton or wheat or corn, he must 
or must not plant. He: would be 
free, as always, to please himself on 
this point.. But, if he only planted 
the total acreage needed he would be 
certain through governmental agen- 
cies of receiving at least the cost of 
production for his product: If he 
planted too much he would be penal-| 
ized in the guarantee on the same ra- 
tio as the excess acreage. , 
The agricultural department would 
thus be a fact-finding organization 

for the purposes of this plan.

After the facts were found, however, 
a new government agency, to be cre- 
ated, would step into the breach. This 
would be a commission, or a group 
of trustees, or some such group. com- 
posed of representatives of both pro- 
ducers and consumers of the necessi- 
ties of life. In other words, a group 
representing us all. 

This group would be empowered to 
borrow money from the treasury, at 
4 per cent interest. Mark that item 
of interest. Mr. Oglesby doesn’t want 
any gifts from the government for 
either producer or consumer. He be- 
lieves in conducting everything on a 
fair, business-like basis. 

Then, if cotton producers, for ex- 
ample, had planted only the amount 
of acreage specified as sufficient to 
produce the normal needs of the 
world, this group would see that the 
market price did not drop below the 
cost of production. This cost, by the 
way, to be determined also by the 
agricultural department. : 

Holding Up Prices. 

The manner in which they would 
hold up the price to production cost, 
would be by stepping into the market 
as soon as the price dropped to that 
mark and buying up the surplus crop. 
Thus the price would be held up and 
the cotton farmer would get at least 
what it had cost him to make his 
crop. 

However, if more acreage had been 
planted than necessary the govern- 
ment agency would not buy the sur- 
plus until the price had dropped to 
the same ratio below cost of pro- 
duction. Then, if the acreage was 10 
per cent greater than it should be, the 
price would be stabilized at a point 10 
per cent below the cost of produe- 
tion, thus penalizing producers for 
not heeding advices as to the requi- 
site amount of acreage. 

On the other hand the same agency 
would protect the consumer against 
being forced to pay an exhorbitant 
price. For, if the price of the raw 
cotton rose on the market well above 
the cost of production, as soon as it 
touched the pre-determined point 
where the producer would receive a 
fair percentage of profit on his — 
ucts, the government would turn loose 
on the market sufficient cottoh bought 
earlier to hold the price up, to keep 
the price down to the reasonable 
mark. Thus both consumer and pro- 
ducer would be alike protected. 

The same system would be followed 
in respect to wheat, corn, oats and 
the other great staples. 

Would Have Limit. 

“As for the luxury crops such as 
tomatoes, peaches, apples, eggs, dairy 
produets, etc.,’’ said Mr. Oglesby, “I 
wouldn’t attempt to touch them. Let 
them go on as they are now.”’ 

The Oglesby plan sounds like good 
business.

MILITARY TRAINING 
DEFENDED BY DAVIS

Washington, May 16.— Military 
training in schools and colleges is not 
militarism but national insurance and 
the growing demand for training facil- 
ities in educational institutions all 
over the country indicates that its 
worth and results are now generally 
recognized as an integral part of our 


national life, aceording to Secretary 
of War Dwight F. Davis. 
Respondiag to a letter from O. El- 
lery Edwards, a New York attorney, 
who wrote contrasting the © present 
training methods in the Alabama Poly- 
technic institute with those in vogue 
in 1894 when he was a student at that 
school, Secretary Davis asserted, “that 
the same development of this activity 
is another striking example of the 
wisdom of the ‘aational defense act 
and the way the regular army, eman- 
cipated from its pre-war isolation, is 
entering into the national life for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of that act.” 

“This work which your officers were | 
doing,” wrote Mr. Edwards, “im- 
pressed me as truly educational be- 
cause the young men were gripped, 
they were enthusiastic and they were 
mastering the subjects to which they 
applied themselves. It was a happy 
combination of headwork, hand-wor 
and heart-work, if I might express it 
that. way, all to obtain a desired re- 
sult.” 

In his day, Mr. Edwards asserted, 
regular army officers “came from the 
plains where they had fought Indians 
and a life of isolation and solitude to 
instruct cadets” and with the ab- 
sence of adequate textbooks. no speci- 
fic course of training outlined, and 

r equipment, the result “was large- 
y a waste of time and energy.” 


“It has been charged,” answered 
Secretary Davis, “that the war de- 
partment is attempting te militarize 
our country. Even today this falla- 
cious doctrine’ is being preached in the 
educational institutions where we 
maintain reserve officers’ training 
corps units to prepare our youths so 
that in the event of another emergenry 
we have available leaders for our 
cause, This is pot militarism—it is 
insurance, and the difference between 
a system of adequate defense and mili- 
tarism is so great that it should be 
apparent to all right-thraking people.”

TIMBER: The present holdings consist of approximately 30,000 acres of timber, of which 1,715 acres are owned in fee, 

in addition to the mill site of 240 acres. This timber‘is all virgin growth and is estimated to cut over 110,- 
000,000 feet of select timber, approximately 65% short leaf yellow pine, atid 35% southern hardwoods. Estimate of 
available timber is based on cruises of the various holdings, the greater portion (some 25,000 acres) of which was cruised 
by LeMieux Bros. & Co., of New Orleans, in February, 1926. Thc hardwoods are gum, red oak, poplar, white oak, ash, 
hickory, magnolia and beech. This timber is exceptionally good grade and will obtain the best prices in the market, the 
pine being pronouncedly characterized by comparative freedom from pitch, and of soft texture, light color and beautiful 
figure, while the hardwoods are characterized by those qualities which differentiate the highland hardwoods from those 
growing in the swampy coastal sections.

LOGGING EQUIPMENT: A standard gauge railroad some fifteen miles in length (65-pound rails) taps the heart of the

There is no question but that this 
‘country is now paying for its recent 
over-optimism that dates back to the 
end of last October when Mr. 
predicted that we were on the eve of 
a period of great prosperity, the re- 
sult of which would be that the steel 
manufacturers before the May meet- 
ing of the iron and steel institution 
would be turning away orders. We 
have too much industrial equipment 
and in our efforts to run at capacity 
we have overproduced despite the 
widespread development of partial 
payment merchandising. We have had 
too much money for our own good, 
making possible too much partial pay- 
ment buying, too much money spent 
as a nation in running pleasure cars. 
The net result of our having too much 
money has been a return of inflation 
in a mild and queer form; queer be- 
cause we Have had inflation in install- 
ment buying in stock and real estate 
speculation, in building, in some lines, 
at the very time that the average 
price of commodities has been declin- 
ing, something rarely seen.

Berlin, May 16.—Wilhelm Marx, a 


| former chancellor, has .aécepted the 


request of President Paul Von Hin- 
denburg that he form a cabinet. 
Marx will retain all the members 


of the cabinet of Dr. Hans Luther 
who resigned as chancellor following 
passage in the reichstag of a non- 
confidence which was introduced by 
the democrats. The reichstag action 
was caused by . former Chancellor 
Lather’s monarchist flag along with 
the emblem of the German republic. 

President Hindenburg called Marx 
to the chanéellorship after Minister 
of Defense Gessler had failed to form 
a cabinet. 

Marx first became -tiiancellor of 
Germany as the head of a three-party 
coalition government on November 30, 
1923. He is a member of the centrist 
party. 

The Marx government accepted the 
Dawes report on reparations on April 
11, 1924, as a “practical basis for 
the rapid solution of the reparations 
problem.”’ ‘ 

Marx was forced out of office by 
the nationalists on May 26, 1924, but. 
in June he formed a new cabinet in- 
cluding Stresemann as foreign minis- 
ter. The Marx cabinet went out on 
December 15 and the cabinet of Dr. 
Luther was formed shortly  after- 
ward. 

Marx was born in 1863, was a 
member of the Prussian diet from 
1899 to 1920, and has been a member 
of the reichstag since 1910.
